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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


The fire season of 1953 was not a very pretty 
picture. It started out in fine shape with plenty of 
rain during the spring months. The month of June 
was the end of the rains and then a period of dry 
weather. During June we had quite a few lightning 
storms without any rains. On June 21 and 22 we 
had one of these storms that started over 43 fires in 
this state including the Mt. Shaw fire. 


People burning without a permit or burning in 
unsafe places or at unsafe times were the cause of 
our largest number of fires. It is hard to believe why 
people do this when they have the expert advice of 
their Town Warden who is as close to them as their 
telephone. Your Town Forest Fire Warden is not 
going to stop you from burning your rubbish or your 
old fields, but he wants you to burn in a safe place 
and at a safe time. You must remember it is unlaw- 
ful to burn without a permit from your Forest Fire 
Warden. 


We have inherited a tremendous responsibility in 
the priceless treasure of our natural resources.

The regular Health Service has been carried on as 
usual this year. However, 1953 has been an unusual 


year with a spring flood and the Mt. Shaw fire in 
June-July. Each has entailed considerable work and 
attention. 


Follow-up of the flood situation meant collecting 
samples of all contaminated water supplies for analysis 
by Division of Sanitation, State Board of Health. Be- 
cause of a case of typhoid all contacts were seen and 
given innoculations at clinics to prevent further spread 
of that infection. At this time all suggestions made 
by the State Board of Health were carried out to pro- 
tect the Community Health. Assistance was given at 
this time by the State Board of Health nurse in this 
county. 


During the Shaw Mt. fire a First Aid Station was 
set up and covered 24 hours a day for 12 days. This 
would not have been possible except for other nurses 
volunteering to help whenever needed. Also an addi- 
tional First Aid Station was maintained at the nurse’s 
home so that all injuries could be treated at any time 
of day. The Nursing Service cooperated with all 
organizations working during the fire. First Aid sup- 
plies were sent to scene of fire and given State Troopers 
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for emergency use. Numerous persons were treated or 
hospitalized at Huggins Hospital. 


Thru co-operation of the State Board of Health, 
Division of Dental Health cleaning and fluorine treat- 
ments were made available to all pupils in the first six 
grades. The work is being done by Mrs. Mary Bell 
Carter, dental hygienist and the School Dental room 
has been used for this work. The fluorine treatments 
will be completed in 1954.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Ossipee: 


During the school year 1952-53 the teachers in 
the Ossipee Central School were: Principal Arthur 
Enman; Mr. Charles Pinkham, grade eight; Mr. George 
Clemence, grade seven; Mrs. Dorothy Webb (succeeded 
during the year by Mrs. Ruby Pearson), grade six; 
Miss Frances Eldredge, grade five; Mrs. Leda Knapp, 
grade four; Mrs. Florence Eldridge, grade three; Mrs. 
Lillian Godfrey, grade two, and Mrs. Alice Loud, 
grade one. 


For the current year Mr. Charles Pinkham suc- 
ceeded Mr. Enman as principal, Mr. Harold Angers 
was engaged for grade eight and the coaching of boys’ 
sports. Mrs. Pearson became the seventh grade 
teacher, and Miss Edith Fish was engaged to teach 
grade six. Mr. Angers is a graduate of Keene Teach- 
ers’ College and has had a few years of teaching ex- 
perience. Miss Fish trained at Bridgewater Normal 
School, holds a degree from Boston University, and 
has had several years’ experience teaching in Massa- 
chusetts and New Hampshire schools. All the other 
teachers returned to their respective positions. Ossipee 
is fortunate to have such a competent staff dedicated 
to the welfare of the boys and girls. 


Although the total enrollment of 203 elementary 
pupils was an increase of six over the previous year, 
the average membership remained the same at 185. 
In September of the current year the enrollment be- 
gan with 206 pupils. The census of September 1953 
indicates a probable enrollment of about 220 pupils 
next year, with that number levelling off, or slightly 
decreasing over the next few years. 
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High school enrollment showed a small increase, 
with registration as follows: Kennett High School 59, 
Brewster Academy 6, Spaulding High School 4, and 
Fryeburg Academy 1, for a total of 70 with an aver- 
age membership of 59.4. High school enrollment for 
the current year was: Kennett High School 51, Spauld- 
ing High School 3, and Brewster Academy 4, with a 
total of 58. Of these, 12 are seniors. In the present 
eighth grade there are 17 pupils who may be expected 
to enroll in high school next year. Grades 4, 5, 6, 
and 7 now average 27 pupils. By 1958 we shall need to 
plan on about 100 high school pupils. The average 
cost per high school pupil for tuition and transporta- 
tion was $314.31. The state average current cost per 
high school pupils in the year 1951-52 was $321.36. 
State average costs for 1952-53 are not available at 
this date. 


The tax rate per $1,000.00 assessed valuation for 
school purposes was $22.59. The state median tax 
rate for school purposes for the same period was $28.60 
per $1,000.00 assessed valuation. 


Tuition rate at Kennett High School for the cur- 
rent year is $270.00, at Brewster Academy $225.00, 
and at Spaulding High School $238.50 per pupil. An- 
nounced rate at Kennett High School for next year 
is $285.00. It is highly probable that the tuition in 
the other schools will increase to approximately the 
same level. 


Mrs. Marion Davis, R.N., conducted the super- 
vision of the health program in her usual efficient 
manner. Through her efforts a dentist made regular 
visits for the purpose of giving pupils dental treat- 
ment. Arrangements for special treatments and 
clinics were made by Mrs. Davis. 


For several years the laboratory has served as a 
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home for one class. The small classes have been as- 
signed to this room. With the larger enrollments this 
room will be too small. It is proposed to enlarge the 
room now used as the principal’s office to make a 
suitable classroom, and move the office into the labora- 
tory. By this plan the building will have eight class- 
rooms of a size sufficient to care for any enrollment 
we can anticipate. 


The sincere cooperation of school board members, 
teachers, citizens, and pupils is gratefully acknowl- 
edged.
